She Chairmen reported that the report of the XA.C Ad Boc Coraolttee on Ss - 
changes had been forwarded to the Department of State on an Informal basis 
because of the pressure of time. As a result, the Department had advised 
the sponsor that reciprocity should be requested. Be suggested that the 
report should now be sent forward on an official basis if no member had 
an objection. In response to a request tile Secretary reported that the 
covering memorandum would advise tlmt reciprocity was desirable and tha t 
the Committee would provide substantive support should negotiations take 
place. Mr. Oatevood called attention to the fact that since no conferences 
were available that a particular tour would be necessary and that the Com- 
mittee might like to review the final proposal, la response to a question 
Mr. Gatewood reported that the Deportment of State had no knowledge of fur- 
ther action by the sponsor. 

3. Census Observers . Mr. Sormoa Lawrence, Chief, Foreign Manpower 

25X1 A9a Research Office, Bureau of Census, 0RR, were present to 

assist the Committee in considering thjR^pKSposau Mr. Lawrence reported 
that In order to take full advantage of the opportunity for gathering 
data on the Soviet economy, he considered that the team should be made up 
of people thoroughly experienced in the techniques of census -taking ana 
specialists in Soviet affaire. In response to n question he said that he 
could not Judge the gain to be derived from the visit of the Soviets since 
he had no experience with them. He stated that the US teem would probably 
want to observe census collection in denes arena, rural areas, collective 
farms, and other significant Soviet Union installations. Be also said 
that he did not believe that a computer expert would add greatly to the 
delegation since the Soviets were not known to be using any advanced com- 
puters in their census operation. He felt that experienced census collec- 
tors with some knowledge of computer techniques would be more valuable . 

He added that all the computer machinery in use by the Bureau of Census 
had been fully explained in the technical Journals at least five years 
ago. The Soviet desire in this eonasetloa seems to be not with the 
machinery itself but with the methods for organising data for use of the 
machinery. H® reported that Census does have a machine called FQSDICK 
which performs am optical scanning operation which eliminates the need 
for punch cards. The combination of elements might be new but no scien- 
tific development unknown generally is included in the machine. He said 
that the only restriction on the Soviets would be a limitation by Law on 
the privacy of interviews with American citizens and that the Itinerary 
could be organised in open areas coaly to eliminate the closed tra problem.,
